. appearance of fifty voicesyin the Shoir 
was very creditable, that is, it was 
‘ereditable to the city and crefifable 
to those who took part. Yet we do 
not hesitate to say that there should 
have been at Teast seventy-five voices 
there instead of fifty. The Choral 
Society is one of the opportunities to 
elevate the tastes and standards of 
the community, and it deserves the 
heartiest support of all musicians. 

The conductor, Mr. Ernest Parr, de- 
serves -credit for his painstaking 
efforts to produce high class music by 
the choral route. It is no easy matter 
BP yeanize a chorus such as this, and 
intu! very few short months prepare a 
concert programme. In a place the 
size of Red Deer, with its varied 
activities, it is difficult to get faithful 
attendance and concentration on the 
work in hand. Mr. Parr’s experience 
in concert and contest work helped 
him in the performance of his duties. 
‘His work before the audience was 
pleasing and highly satisfactory. 

Miss Daisy Guetz appeared in a 
new role as accompanist for the 
choral work. A great deal more de- 
pends on the faithful interpretation of 
the accompanists in such a programme 
than many people are inclined to 
think, If any think that Miss Gaetz 
had an easy task, we suggest that 
they try it once. Born, raised and 
trained in Red Deer, Miss Gaetz 
brought honor to herself and the com- 
munity on this occasion.

The choral work centred on Men- 
delssohn’s masterpiece, the 42nd 
Psalm. The arias and _ recitatives: 
were beautifully and effectively ren- 
dered by Mrs. W. Johnston Cook. The 
chorus work was good, ‘not faultless, 
it is true, but very satisfactory in 
view of the amount of practice on 
such an ambitious selection. 

The opening numbers on the pro- 

“gram, “O. Canada” and “Excelsior,” 
by the full chorus, gave a rousing in- 
troduction to the balance of the pro- 
gram. The other selections by the 
full chorus were: “My Love Dwells in 
a Northern Land,” Elgar, and “The 
Miller’s Wooing,” by Eaton Fanning. 

The Ladies’? Chorus, “Siren Voic- 
es,” by Selwyn Garbett, was well 
rendered’ This number illustrated 
that the men of Red Deer have no 
monopoly on choral work—the ladies 
are well able to look after themselves; 
their selection was deservedly encor- 
ed. 

ASSISTING ARTISTES 


Mrs. T. R. McDowell. carried the 
honors of the evening in her delight- 
ful rendering of the violin sole, ‘“Hejre 
Kati,” by Jeno Hubay. Mrs. Mc- 
Dowell is an artist of rare ability, one 
of the best violinists that has ever 
appeared before a Red Deer audience. 
Her technique is a marvel. The ova- 
tion she received was probably the 
most spontaneous and _ enthusiastic 
that has ever been accorded any per- 
former in this city. She generously 
responded with an equally effective 
encore. Red Deer is certainly fortu- 
nate to have such an artist. Here’s 
hoping she may long remain in our 
midst, not that we want to be selfish, 
but because we want to hear her 
often. 

Reg. Taylor, our popular baritone 
soloist and director of the Male Voice 
Choir, sang “Hope the Hornblower,” 
by John Ireland. This is a difficult 
selection, but was well handled by Mr. 
Taylor. He was forced to respond to 
an encore. 

Miss Lillie Reinholt is another 
young lady, raised and trained in Red 
Deer, who made a valuable contribu- 
tion to the program. Her selection, 
“Romance,” by Jean Sibelius, was the 
open competition piano solo at the 
1920 Albetta Musical Festival. Red 


Deer audiences have developed a re-" 


markable appreciation of piano solos 
and readily recognize merit in young 
performers. Miss Reinholt was heart- 
ily encored and responded gracefully. 
‘Madame LeSaunier was the accom- 
panist for Mrs. McDowell. Madame 
is one of Red Deer's greatest assets. 
The work she {s doing in developing 
the young musicians in Red Deer is 
par excellence. Few teachers of 
pianoforte can show .such a record. 
Her pupils and graduates are found on 
nearly every local concert program. 
J. BE. Welton, organist and director 
of the Methodist Church Choir, was 
the accompanist for Mr. Taylor. Mr. 
Welton has always been ready to

RETURNED SOLDIERS’ 
INSURANCE 


_ Major C. B. Topp, head of the Re- 
turned Soldiers’ Insurance Dept. at 
Ottawa, addressed a meeting of Vet- 
erans in Red Deer on Friday evening. 
Mr. Frank of the S.C.R: was here also. 
Capt. A. R. Gibson occupied the 
chair. 

The Returned Soldiers’ Insurance 
Act was passed at*the last session of 
Parliament, and became effective on 
Sept. 1, 1920. Soldiers who served in 
the naval, military or air forces of 
Canada can obtain insurance ranging 
from $500.00 to $5,000.00 without ex- 
amination, at most favorable rates, on 
certain conditions. Widows of re- 
turned men who died subsequent to 
discharge may obtain this insurance if 
application be made before September 
1st, 1921. : 

As an example of rates, an_ ex- 
soldier, age 25, may obtain $1,000 in- 
surance for $1.24 per month, or $14.88 
per year. At age 35, he may obtain 
$1,000 insurance for $1.70 per month, 
or $20.40 per year. 

All the usual terms of payment are 
available. Payment of indemnity 
may be made direct to the insured 
should he become totally or perman- 
ently disabled. . The underlying prin- 
ciple of this insurance is to provide 
protection for dependents and for this 
reason no provision is made for policy 
loans. 

Insurance money can be paid only 
the wife, husband, child, grandchild, 
parent, brother or sister of the insur- 
ed. A married man is only permitted 
to name his wife, child, or children, or 
both, as his beneficiary. 

At present only one-fifth of the 
amount of the policy is payable at 
death, the balance being paid in equal 
annual instalments over aselected per- 
fod of years as an annuity. The act 
is to be amended shortly to permit the 
payment in a lump sum of the full 
amount under policies up to $1,000.00. 

The government scheme is a splen- 
did thing for all veterans, and par- 
ticularly those who could not get in- 
“surance under any conditions from 
regular insurance companies. 

The D.S.C.R. offices at Calgary and 
Edmonton now have insurance sec- 
tions, or full information can be had 
from the Commissioners, Transporta- 
tion Building, Ottawa.

He reported 
that he had examined a number of 
meters and did not find any in use 
that were not registering properly. 
He could give no explanation of why 
consumption should be greater than 
in former years except that more juice 
was used.

JURY DECIDES 
SPRACKLIN IS 
“NOT GUILTY” 


Windsor, Ont., February 24.—After 
deliberation for exactly 55 minutes 
at the conclusion of two days and a 
half of a trial that made Canadian 
legal history, the jury at the Sand- 
wich essizes brought in a verdict of 
“not guilty” in the case of Rev. J. 
O. L. Spracklin, pastor of Sandwich 
Methodist church, accused of “unlaw- 
fully slaying and killing one Beverly 
Trumble.” 

After being addressed by the coun- 
sel in the case and charged by Chief 
Justice Sir William Mulock, presiding 
judge, the jury left the court room 
at 2.20. Exactly at 3.15 they return- 
ed to the court and made public the. 
verdict that made the accused minis- 
te? a free man. 

The verdict was not in any way a 
surprise, for the general opinion of 
the public has been, since the open: 
ing of the case, that Spracklin would 


be acquitted, but nevertheless the 
atmosphere was tense while the

FRANCE REPUDIATES 
RECREANT PRINCE 


The children of Charles, Prince of 
Croy, and his wife, who was Miss 
Nancy Leishman, of Pittsburg, are 
probably destined to be Germans. 
Their parents are very anixous to have 
them reared as French, but, inasmuch 
as their father ang his two brothers 
fought in the German army, the French 
court at Valenciennes cannot see the 
matter in the same light as the for- 
mer Miss Leishman and her noble hus- 
band. In origin the Croy family is 
Belgian and French. For many 
years members of it have had inter- 
ests in Germany, although they own- 
ed the chateau of Bon Secours, the 
domain of L’Hermitage, and other 
property in the north of France. Dur- 
ing the war this property was sequest- 
ered by the French government. After 
the war the Princes of Croy, Charles, 
Engelbert and Antoine, brought an ac- 
tion to recover possession of this prop- 
erty and to establish anew their 
French citizenship.’ One of the argu- 
ments they presented was that their 
grandfather had been a French noble. 
The attitude of the French govern- 
ment is that, even if the Princes were.’ »°¢° 
French, thy lost their citizenship by 
serving in the German army. The 
court of Valenciennes ruled that it 
could not determine the question of 
citizenship, but would examine the 
title to contested property worth some 
$200,000.

THE WOMAN MEMBER 

AND MARRIAGE 


Lethbridge Herald: The marriage 
of Miss Alberta MacAdams, the wom- 
an member in the legislature at 
Edmonton, who is now Mrs. Price, and 
is entered on the roll of the house in 
her maiden name, raises the interest- 
ing question as to whether she is en- 
titled to retain her seat. Will it be 
one as to what status she now has, in 
having changed her name? If -there 
happens to be any real disability as 
to her holding her seat, in the new 
name she will naturally enjoy, thus 
entailing her going before her con- 
stituency again, it will make the mar- 
riage of a spinster member of a local 
legislature or of parliament, should 
this be the experience of any of 
them, a more interesting event than 
such occasions are regarded in society. 

Whether a woman member on being 
given charge of the kitchen cabinet, 
which her marriage will imply, be re- 
garded as being in the status of a 
member who is given Cabinet rank? 
This is a quetsion which is fraught 
with a good deal of interest. Should 
it be held that the marriage of a 
woman member, in the change of name 
it occasions, will legally necessitate 
her going to her constituency, then it 
will mean that womans Iiberty in the 
choice of her husband will be consid- 


“erably limited, in that she has to take 


the risk of that choice being endorsed 
by the electorate. 

Should it be decided that Mrs. Price, 
in changing her name, becomes inel- 
igible to hold her seat in the house, 
the decision will be full of interesting 
possibilities. In the case of a woman 


~who has married, and thereby creates 
a disappointed rival for her hand, he 
may seek for revenge by opposing her 
at the by-election. This will give a 
very novel interest to by-elections as 
they may occur on the spinster mem- 
ber aspiring to the married state. On 
her part she will have to be very care- 
ful in the choice of her mate as to his 
particular political affiliation, or, 
again, she will have to be mindful not 
to have any disapponted suitor. There 
again will arise the question of a safe 
seat which so often determines the 
choice of a cabinet minister, with an 
eye as to what the by-election will re- 
sult in as it concerns the govern- 
ment of the day. 

From a woman’s point of view, what 
will be the result of the late Miss 
MacAdam's marriage. as it concerns 
her seat in the legislature, is uncom- 
monly interesting. On the decision 
arrived at hinges the question of 
women’s rights, as to the choice of a 
woman member of her husband. There 
will be so many Hinitations, and if 
the constituency she represents is not 
considered a safe one by the govern- 
ment to be thrown open for election, 
it will remain that the government 
will have to he consulted before mar-

The British Parliament is_ still 
wrestling with the problems of unem- 
ployment and the Irish question. Pre- 
mier Lloyd George seems to have 
strengthened his position a little. 

The stage is all set for the transfer 


POLITICAL REVIEW 


The Dominion Parliament, is still 
debating the Speech from the Throne. 
The agrarians have lined up with the 
Opposition on the question. The gov- 
ernment will have a majority of about 
15 when the vote is taken. Practically 
no legislation has been introduced yet. 

The Alberta Legislature has hardly 
got down to business yet. The collapse 
of the debate on the Speech from the 
Throne seems to have left some 
speeches unspoken, but they are being 
produced as occasion presents ‘itself. 
The House will likely get down to 
business within the next week or so. 

Manitoba Legislature is still dis- 
cussing the Speech from the Throne 
ang trying to arrange a basis of co- 
operation for the different groups in 
the House. A general election is a 
strong possibility. 

B. C. Legislature in is in the midst 
of a fight on proposed liquor legisla- 
tion. 

EWING FIGHTING 

A. F. Ewing, leader of the right 
wing in the Legislature, delivered 
what was perhaps the most pugnac- 
ious speech that has been delivered by 
an Opposition member for some time. 
It was in connection with the natural 
resources debate. Ewing moved a 
resolution demanding that the natural 
resources be handed over to the 
provinces, this resolution being phras- 
ed in fairly strong language. 

The speech was a really notable 
effort from an opposition or political 
point of view. He reviewed a lot of 


past history in connection with the 
natural resources question and claim: 
ed that the Liberal Government had 


been playing with the matter in the 
past, whereas the Conservative party 
had always stood for the return of the 
natural resources to the provinces. 
The speech would have aroused a 
great deal of party enthusiasm in by- 
gone days. For an effort so notable, 
it is unfortunate for Mr. Ewing that 
he chose a subject on which the peo- 
ple are now so unanimous, regardless 
of past history. 

Conservatives in the Alberta Leg- 
islature, aS well as throughout the 
Dominion, are not hanging on to the 
old organization very closely these 
days. But isn’t it remarkable how 
the Liberals are hanging together— 
as Liberals? 

NATURAL RESOURCES 


Following the speech by Conserva- 
tive Leader Ewing in the Legislature, 
the natural resources question has 
been discussed at some length. There 
is only one opinion on the subject: it 
is all a matter of procedure. Mr. 
Ewing's motion rather cast a reflec- 
tion on the Dominion Government. 
Acting Premier Mitchell was able to 
announce that Premier Meighen had 
promised to deal with the matter in 
the Dominion House this year. Mr. 
Mitchell moved an amendment, sec- 
onded by Mr. Royle, to the effect that 
the Alberta Legislature had 
the promise of 
Meighen. The situation was rather 
unusual—the Liberal Government 
standing champion for the National) 
Government while the Conservative 
leader was attacking. 

As a compromise, a new resolution 
has been drafted by a joint commit- 
tee, consisting of Hon. C. R. Mitchell, 
Hon. J. R. Boyle, and J. G. Turgeon, 
Government; A. F. Ewing and Nelson 
Spencer, right wing opposition; George 
Hoadley, left wing opposition; and 
Jas. Weir, cross benches, as follows: 

“This house declares that the peo- 
ple of Alberta to the same extent and 
in the same manner as the people in 
the other provinces are entitled to 
the lands, mines, minerals, and other 
resources within the area, and to en- 
joy the full benefit thereof, as well as 
to administer the same, for the ad- 
vantage of its people, and emphati- 
cally protests against our natural re- 
sources being withheld. 

“This house further declares that 
the province is entitled to the imme- 
diate transfer of our natural resourc- 
es on fair and equitable terms, having 
regard to the allenation of lands for 
federal purposes and taking into con- 
sideration subsidies paid in lieu” of 
lands. 

“This house is pleased to know that 
this matter will be dealt with during 
the present session of the Dominion: 
parliament.”

Violent objections to the bill were 
taken by: Alex. Ross, Labor member 
for Centre Calgary, W.,M. Davidgon, 
Liberal, Nor.n Calgary, and -Mrs. -R. 
C.. Price, nee Roberta‘ MacAdams, 
woman ‘overseas, member. «: These: ob- 
jections ‘were on the ground that the 
bill did. not fix minimum hours,, nor- 
did it give authority .-over. ‘female 
employees of government or munici- 
palities. It was urged, too, that it did 
not provide for. women representativ- 
es on the commission -and that - its 
scope was lmited to cities and towns. 

The Attorney-General seemed _ sur- 
prised at the criticism, and imme- 
diately withdrew the bill with a 
statement practically laying the blame 
on the Labor member and the women 
members of the legislature for daring 
to criticize. The question naturally 
rises, whether the government was 
really sincere in the bill, or whether 
Mr. Boyle was a little peeved. The 
answer will depend largely on wheth- 
er or not the government re-introduces 
the bill with alterations. 


CRERAR SPEAKS 


Hon. T. A. Crerar, late in coming, 
broke the silence of the agrarian 
benches in the Commons on Thurs- 
day. He discussed many issues, but 
Mr. Crerar does not show signs of 
ever being a great parliamentary de- 
bater. He hesitated to call the gov- 
ernment usurpers, but he chimed in 
upon the opposition tune that the 
country did not have confidence in 
the present government and there- 
fore there should be a change. 

His declaration against old-age pen- 
sions was scarcely to his credit. The 
laboring man, working for his daily 
bread, cannot under all circumstances 
provide for his old age, as Mr. Crerar 
would infer. Agriculture, as well as 
the nation in general, is depending on 
the laboring man to a large extent. 
When he has served his country to 
the best of his ability, he is entitled 
to some protection in his declining 
years. 

He dealt with the tariff superficially 
in his address, but will probably have 
more to say later. He credited Mr. 
Meighen with leaving no doubt as to 
where he stood on the tariff,-the ob- 
vious inference from his remarks be- 
ing that he was taking a sly dig at 
Mr. King, whose position has been 
foggy up to date. 

He summed up the speeches of the 
otber two leaders by saying that in 
effect McKenzie King had said to the 
Premier, “We want you to get out,” 
and the Premier had said, “I am go- 
ing to stay here as long as I can.”

The debate ‘prenal by the Lobstick 
Local at their meeting, Saturday even-

RED DEER R HOSPITAL 
DISTRICT 


Mr. A. C. McKay, hospital organizer, 
was in Red Deer Thursday afternoon 
and met Dr. Backus, Eckville; P.Paul- 
son, Rocky Mountain House; and A. T. 
Stephenson, Red Deer. Reeve Fiske, 
Hillsdown, was about through illness. 
Mr. MeKay reported that the proposed 
Red Deer Municipal Hospitul bound- 
aries were being generally approved 
by petition or resolufion of Council,

Mr. McKay 
is also anxious that, at their inaugural 
meetings on Monday, March 7, the M. 
D. Councils should decide on their re- 
presentative on the proposed Hospital 
Board. This Hospital Board, after the 
Minister has approved the petitions 
and resolutions, and the proposed boun 
daries, will convene and determine on 
a policy with regard to Hospital soer- 
vice and accommodation in this dis- 
trict to be submitted to a vate of the 
ratepayers. It is considered by the 
municipalities that the fact that Red 
Deer has a forty bed hospital and ser- 
vice at present will save the district 
from a large immediate capital expen- 
diture for a central hospital. The ma- 
jority of the mynicipal representatives 
yvem inclined to consider an arrange- 
ment for the present with the Red Deer 
Hospital Commissioners for central 
service for the district, leaving the ru- 
ral municipalities free, and separate 
from the city, in further providing hos- 
pital service for their own people. There 
will be some capital expenditure for the 
erection of sub-hospitals at Rocky 
Mt. House, Eckville, and Delburne, but 
Mr. McKay is delighted with the large 
area that is coming in on the proposed 
district which will lessen ,the cost of 
hospital service materially to the whole 
district, while giving an adequate and 
up-to-date high class service.

A. detachment of. the Hampshire 
regiment surprised a party of civilians 
in a ‘house on the outskirts of Mid- 
dleton. The civilians’ forces split up, 
some of them remaining in the house 
while'the others took up positions in 
the garden. In,the brisk fighting one 
soldier was woundeg and the civilians 
were dispersed and pursued. A 
search revealed a quantity of buried 
arms and ammunition. 

Shot in Wife's Presence. 

Belfast, February’ 20.—A party of 
armed men last night shot to death 
William O’ConneH, a Protestant far- 
mer, at his home in Lissanubig, Skib- 
bereen, in the pregence of his wife. 
O'Connell is reported to have inform- 
ed the authorities concerning the 1c 
tivities of collections of the Irish Re- 
publican army fund. 

Matthew Sweetman, another far- 
mer, was shot dead at Lissanubig. It 
is believed that the band was the same 
that shot O’Connell. 

Taken From Hospital ‘and Killed 

Dublin, February 20.—Former Sergt. 
Nohilly was shot and wounded in 
Cork on Saturday, He was taken to 
a hospital. Four armed men. this 
morning entered the hospital and car- 
ried Nohilly, ~vho was unconscious, 
into the street and shot him dead. 

A laborer was shot dead near Cas- 
sell, and another was shot and seri- 
ously wounded at Mullaghmeath last 
night. 

Twenty armed men yesterday held 
up a train at Clara, Kings County, and

board. 

A freight train was held wp in 
Cavan and the contents of a car scat- 
tered over the trecks. 

Throat Cut on Train 

London, February 20.—On the arriv- 
al of the Fishguard train at Paddington 
station today George Tilson, of Black 
Rock, County Cork, was found in the 
lavatory compartment - with his 
throat cut. A paper attached to his 
clothes was inscribed: : 

“Shadowed from Ireland.” 

The man was still conscious,~ but in- 
coherent. He was removed to a hos- 
pital, where he died- 

Had Been Threatened 

Belfast, February 20.—George Til- 
son was connected with a firm of. 
wholesale wie merchants. He re- 
cently received a threatening letter, 
charging him with spying’ in Ireland 
and ordering him to quit Ireland. At 
first he ignored the threat, but rela- 
tives persuaded him to proceed on a 
visit to his uncle in Hastings. The 
relatives deny ehat Tilson was engag-, 
ed in political affairs. 

* Political Prisoners 

Cork, February 20.—Called upon to 
halt at Blackwater, County Clare, a 
number of youths refused to do so. 
The soldiers fired a volley, and two 
brothers, Dennison by name, 14 and 
18 years of age, were killed. 

Councillor Shot 

Galway, Ireland, February 20.—Dis- 
trict Councillor John Geoghan was 
taken from his bed Sunday morning 
‘to the road side and shot by two 
masked men. They told him he had 
‘been convicted of treason.

U.F.A. PLANS BIG 
FINANCIAL SCHEME 


To Incorporate United Farmers’ Trust 


Co. With Capital of Half ‘Million 


Edmonton, February 21.—Alex. 
Moore, U.F.A. member for Cochrane, 
has introduced a private bill to the 
legislature to incorporate the United 
Farmers’ Trust company, which is the 
beginning of what will eventually be 
an: enormous financial enterprise un- 
dertaken by the farmers of Western 
Canada to serve their own interests 
in the matter of trust administration, 
loans, mortgages, etc. The object of 
the bill is to enlarge the powers of the 
present administration of estates de- 
partment of the U.F.A., and ta admit 
of the linking up of this department 
with those of Manitoba and Ontario. 
The bill provides for a capitalization 
of half a million dollars, with provis- 
ion to increase to one million, of 
which $50,000 will be paid up capital, 
$20,000 to be paid up immediately. 

An Ambitious Proposal 

For several years past the U.F.A. 
hag had a department for the admin- 
istration of estates which has given 
excellent service to the farmers, but 
the organization has been such that 
only small estates could be handled. 
The department is now planning to 
take care of more extensive estates 
and to handle the more _ profitable 
business which is turned over to the 
private trust companies. This bill of 
incorporation is similar to those sim- 
jlar departments in 
Manitoba. 

The linking of the departments of 
the United Farmers of the three prov- 
inces will create a very strong insti- 
tution with the prospect of an impor- 
tant accumulation of savings deposits 
and eventually of an extensive 
business to farmers, 

It is not possible now to predict the 
extent which the savings and loans 
feature may attain. With a series of 
good crops such a business may easily 
grow into proportions greater . than 
any existing loan company in western 
Canada. - This is the first bill intro- 
duce to the legislature by Mr. Moore, 
who was elected as,the U.F.A. mem- 
ber for Cochrane in 1919,

The following is the text 
of the message. “The Maynooth AI 
umni Association in America, compos- 
ed of 400 priests, many being former 
pupils of yours, profoundly regret your 
Lordship’s recent ecclesiastical con- 
demnation and censure as being an 
unwarranted reflection on the moral 
standarqg and character of the Irish 
people. The heroic soldiers of the 
Trish Republic are winning the- ap- 
proval of all lovers of liberty in their 
fight for their principles, for which 
our soldiers shed their blood in the 
late war.” There is no possibility of 
mistaking the meaning of this chal- 
lenge to the authority of the Bishop 
of Cork. It comes, not from laymen, 
but from priests of his own church, 
many of them his former pupils, and 
in reality it amounts to this, that 
“killing is not murder.” That doc- 
trine has been openly avowed by one 
or two priests in Ireland, but here is 
a body of 400 priests challenging a 
prelate of their own church on this 
all-important point. No doubt hun- 
dreds of other priests in America, 
and in Ireland, too, for that matter, 
hold similar views, and in face of this 
we need hardly wonder at the violence 
of the American campaign in favor of 
an Irish Republic. All the same, this 
pronouncement on the part of this 
body of American priests is not likely 
to do their cause or their church 
much good. In America, as in Ire- 
land, they are creating a gulf between 
themselves and all right-thinking and 
law-abiding citizens.
